Her- 
man bchuetler's detectives, is said to 
have listened to a conversation be- 
tween the accused wifemurderer and 
the watchman. The admissions made 
by Luettgert on this occasion are said 
to have caused the immediate arrest 
of the man. The police expect to prove 
by Blalk and the detective that Luett- 
gert murdered and disintegrated tho 
body of hi9 wife in the manner claimed 
by Inspector Schaack and his men. 

Bialk was supposed to be ill. Luett- 
gert visited him at his home. The two 
talked, and tho detective listened from 
hie poet beneath the bed. 

During this interview, it is said 
Luettgert made a number of damag- 
ing admissions, and threatened Bialk 
with summary vengeance if he did not 
keep away from the police.

Upon his re- 
turn with these articles Luettgert each 
time opened tho barred doors and 
reached through the opening, took the 
bottle and hastily closed and barred 
the door. 

The bottle is in the possession of the 
police. It was found in his sleeping 
room, unopened, several days after 
Luettgert's arrest
